Irene Barrels Toward East Coast 


Hurricane threatens 
up to 65M people 
along 1-95 corridor 


Buxton, N.C. 

A nightmare Hurricane Irene bar- 
reled toward the Eastern Seaboard 
on Thursday, sending thousands of 
vacationers fleeing and threatening 
up to 65 million people from the 
Carolinas to New England. 

The Category 3 storm with 
winds of 115 mph — the threshold 
for a major hurricane — would be 
the strongest to strike the East Coast 
in seven years, and people were 
already getting out of the way. 

Tens of thousands fled North 
Carolina beach towns, farmers 
pulled up their crops, and the Navy 
ordered ships to sea so they could 
endure the punishing wind and 
waves in open water. 

All eyes were on Irene’s project- 
ed path, which showed it bringing 
misery to every city along the 1-95 
corridor, including New York and 
Boston. Max Mayfield, the former 
chief of the National Hurricane 
Center said the damage will prob- 
ably climb into billions of dollars: 
“This is going to have an impact on 
the United States economy.” 

It is a massive storm, with trop- 
ical-force winds extending almost

that he expected to make a decision by late Friday 
whether residents in the city’s so-called “Zone-A” 
would need to evacuate ahead of the storm that’s now 
expected to hit the city Sunday. That zone includes 
neighborhoods such as Battery Park City, 

Coney Island in Brooklyn and Far Rockaway in Queens. 
Bloomberg said he would issue a forced evacuation 
only in the worst of circumstances, (ap) 


twice as far as normal, about the 
same size as Katrina, which devas- 
tated New Orleans in 2005. 

“It’s not going to be a Katrina, 
but it’s serious,” said MIT meteorol- 
ogy professor Kerry Emanuel. “Peo- 
ple have to take it seriously.” 

The governors of North Caroli- 
na, Virginia, Maryland, New York 
and New Jersey declared emer- 
gencies to free up resources, and 
authorities all the way to New Eng- 


land urged residents in low-lying 
areas to gather supplies and learn 
the way to a safe location. 

Irene was expected to come 
ashore Saturday in North Carolina 
with 115-mph winds and a storm 
surge of 5 to 10 feet. It could dump 
a foot of rain, with as much as 15 
inches falling in some places.

Scientists predict Irene will then 
chug up the coast. Some forecasts 
showed it taking dead aim at New 
York City before weakening and 
trudging through New England. If 
the storm strikes New York, it will 
probably be a Category 1 or 2 there, 
depending on its exact track. 

Hurricanes are rare in the 
Northeast because the region’s 
cooler seas tend to weaken storms 
as they approach. In a normal hur- 
ricane, tropical storm-force winds 
extend about 150 miles from the 
eye. Irene’s winds extend nearly 
250 miles, mitch weiss (ap)

Jobs: A Tough Act to Follow 

Part visionary, showman and uncompromising taskmaster, Steve Jobs 
assembled a team at Apple that had an incredible knack for anticipating con- 
sumer trends and popularizing them by designing devices that were easy and 
fun to use. In the past decade, the iPod, iPhone and iPad have transformed so- 
ciety, enabling people to bring along their favorite music, books, videos and 
websites almost everywhere they go. In the process, they inspired countless 
imitators and ensured that Jobs, who resigned Wednesday, will be remem- 
bered as one of the most successful CEOs in American history, (ap)

It’s easy to forget now, but Apple’s 
magnetism was once confined to a 
cult-like following of geeks seduced 
by the elegance and simplicity of 
the company’s computers. 

Over the past decade, though, 
Apple has emerged as a trendsetter 
and a wealth-making machine — 
the rare company that appeals to the 
cool cats hanging out in hip cafes 
and the fat cats looking to make 
another killing on Wall Street. 

In the process, Apple has left 
an indelible mark that extends far 
beyond that first personal comput- 
er Steve Jobs and Steve Wozniak 
introduced 35 years ago. Since then, 
Apple has transformed the music, 
retailing, marketing and cellphone 


industries. Now, it’s engineering yet 
another evolution in computing with 
the increasingly popular iPad. 

Those achievements have 
endeared Apple to the masses, 
turning its product announcements 
into the technology industry’s lat- 
ter-day version of a Beatles concert 
and turning its familiar logo into 
an emblem of exquisite taste. 

The last test of Jobs’ genius may 
come as he tries to pass the torch to 
his successor after his resignation 
as CEO on Wednesday. He believes 


he has found the right guy in Tim 
Cook, with whom he has worked 
closely since 1998. The collabo- 
ration doesn’t necessarily have 
to stop, given that Jobs is still an 
Apple chairman. 

Still, it’s hard not to shake the 
feeling that this may be the begin- 
ning of the end of an era — both 
for technological zealots trying 
to figure out when the iPhone 5 is 
coming out and nervous investors 
wondering whether to buy or sell 
the company’s stock, (ap) 


Report: Vaccines Generally Safe 


Washington 

Vaccines can cause certain side 
effects but serious ones appear 
very rare — and there’s no link 
with autism and Type 1 diabetes, 
the Institute of Medicine says in the 
first comprehensive safety review 
in 17 years. 

The report released Thurs- 
day isn’t aimed at nervous par- 
ents. And the side effects it lists as 
proven are some that doctors long 
have known about, such as fever- 
caused seizures and occasional 
brain inflammation. 

Instead, the review comes at the 
request of the government’s Vac- 
cine Injury Compensation Program, 
which pays damages to people who 
are injured by vaccines. 

“All health care interventions,

however, carry the possibility of 
risk and vaccines are no excep- 
tion,” said pediatrician and bio- 
ethicist Dr. Ellen Wright Clayton of 
Vanderbilt University, who chaired 
the institute panel. 

Still, the report stresses that 
vaccines generally are safe, and it 
may help doctors address worries 
from a small but vocal anti-vaccine 
movement.

The fall of Moammar Gadhafi ends 
the rule of one of the most mercuri- 
al and menacing figures in recent 
history — the “mad dog” sponsor of 
international terrorism who allied 
himself with the George W. Bush 
administration’s war on terror; 
the pan-Arabist who at one time or 
another alienated nearly all of his 
Arab brethren; and the self-styled 
revolutionary philosopher who, in 
the end, was just another violent 
dictator clinging to power. 

With his trademark sunglass- 
es, flowing robes and jut-jawed 


insouciance, Col. Gadhafi — who 
bestowed the rank on himself after 
seizing power in 1969 — has long 
been one of the world’s more rec- 
ognizable figures. 

For many Americans, he is 
also the reviled author of the 1988 
bombing of Pan Am Flight 103 
over Lockerbie, Scotland, which 
killed 270 people. And in the wake 


of Sept. 11, fearing U.S. anger and 
needing international investment 
after years of sanctions, Gadhafi 
made himself over as a friend of 
the West, disavowing weapons 
of mass destruction and sharing 
intelligence on al-Qaeda. 

Oliver Miles, a former British 
ambassador to Libya, called Gad- 
hafi a conspirator who thought it 


important that “nobody could guess 
what he could do next” and who 
became one of the world’s longest- 
serving rulers until rebels drove 
him from power this week. 

The rapprochement with the 
West culminated in 2009, when 
Gadhafi was invited as a guest to 
a summit of the Group of Eight in 
Italy. He even shook hands with 
President Obama. 

But there was little political 
reform, though Gadhafi continued 
his one-man rule atop a system that 
purported to delegate power. 

“One day, the whole world will 
be a republic of masses, topple 
down all governments and parlia- 
ments,” Gadhafi said in 2004. 

After 41 years, that day has 
arrived for Gadhafi. peter finn

Celebrated Political Cartoonist Brutalized by Gunmen in Syria

A renowned political cartoonist 
whose drawings expressed Syri- 
ans’ frustrated hopes for change 
was grabbed after he left his stu- 
dio early Thursday and beaten by 
masked gunmen who broke his 
hands and dumped him on a road 
outside Damascus.

Military employs DJs 
to counter messages 
from the insurgency 

Paktika Province, 
Afghanistan 

In rugged Paktika province, where 
news travels almost exclusively by 
radio, the man who calls himself 
DJ Abed Lawang is one of the big- 
gest names on the airwaves. 

But there’s one fact he has never 
told his listeners: He broadcasts 
from a U.S. Army base, delivering 
messages written by U.S. officers. 
He is one of dozens of DJs engaged 
in what the U.S. military consid- 
ers a crucial operation: persuad- 
ing Afghans in an insurgent-domi- 
nated area to embrace Afghan and 
NATO forces. 

The commentary is not always 
well received; he uses the pseud- 
onym for protection, but said he 
would not mind if his name, Noor 
Jan Mangal, were published. 

“Afghan and [NATO] personnel 
take every step to prevent civilians 
from being hurt while conducting 
operations,” Mangal, 23, said on a 


Backstory

“This has been by far the most 
effective way to get our message 
across,” said Capt. Kurt McDow- 
ell, who leads the program in Pak- 
tika. “For us, the key is getting the 
truth out, and getting it out quick- 
ly.”

Irene Expected to Douse Region 


Md., Va. both declare

Washington 

As Hurricane Irene gathered 
strength Thursday and churned 
north toward Washington, the gov- 
ernors of Maryland and Virginia 
declared states of emergency and 
officials in Ocean City ordered res- 
idents to evacuate. 

The hurricane, a Category 3 
storm, blew past the Bahamas on 
a path projected to take it up the 
Eastern Seaboard. It was expect- 
ed to dump several inches of rain 


on the area Saturday as it moves up 
the Atlantic Coast. 

At a late-afternoon news con- 
ference, Gov. Martin O’Malley, a 
Democrat, urged Marylanders in 
low-lying coastal flood zones to 
leave their homes this weekend 
and “stay with someone who loves 
them” as a “monster hurricane” 
approaches. 

Virginia Gov. Robert F. McDon- 
nell, a Republican, declared a state of 
emergency, telling residents of low- 
lying areas in the eastern part of the 
state to be prepared to evacuate. 

In the Washington area, wind

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Debt of a Nation 

King’s speech focused on his dream, but it also accused 
America of defaulting on its promise of equality 


‘Line of Leadership’ 

The sculpture stands on the northwest corner 
of the Tidal Basin, across from the Jefferson 
Memorial and next to the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Memorial. It creates a visual “line of leadership" 
from the Lincoln Memorial to the Jefferson. 


Washington 

The political vocabulary of this year’s long, 
hot summer has been eerily reminiscent of 
what many consider the greatest political 
speech of the 20th century. As politicians 
played chicken with the national debt ceil- 
ing, they spoke of debt and default and the 
duty one generation owes to another. 

In 1963, when Martin Luther King Jr. deliv- 
ered what is now known as his “I Have a 
Dream” speech on the steps of the Lin- 
coln Memorial, he began not with uto- 
pian images of racial harmony — chil- 
I dren holding hands, black and white 
A breaking bread together — but with 
9 the metaphor of a bad check. 

“In a sense we’ve come to our nation’s 
capital to cash a check,” he said, in what rhet- 
oricians would call the exordium, or introduc- 
tion, of his speech. “It is obvious today that 
America has defaulted on this promissory note 
insofar as her citizens of color are concerned.” 

It is a stark metaphor, an accusation articu- 
lated in bluntly economic terms. The Declaration 
of Independence implied, and later the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation promised, meaningful free- 
dom to African Americans. But the promise was 
never fulfilled. “Instead of honoring this sacred 
obligation, America has given the Negro people a 
bad check, a check which has come back marked 
‘insufficient funds,’” King said. 

This part of the speech has been mostly forgot- 
ten, swamped in collective memory by the soaring 
rhetoric of King’s peroration. When initial render- 
ings for the new Martin Luther King Jr. Nation- 
al Memorial were first unveiled, they included 
a prominent place for the promissory-note 
metaphor, but as the project went forward 
the quotation was deemed “too confron- 
ftk' \ tational” and was dropped. 

What is best remembered from the 
Dream speech is, in fact, not original 
to it. The thrilling incantation, the 
cries of “let freedom ring,” 
the litany of place names 
(the snowcapped

the molehills of Mississippi), the lines bor- 
rowed from the biblical books of Amos and Isa- 
iah, the quotations from spirituals and patriot- 
ic songs — none of this material was original 
to the speech King gave on the Mall. Most of it 
was recycled, an impromptu decision by King 
to reuse some of the best applause lines he had 
tested only weeks earlier. 

But the metaphor of the promissory note, 
which occurs rarely in King’s other speeches 
and writing, was peculiar to his Washington 
speech, and it was an essential part of his argu- 
ment. That it is forgotten speaks volumes about 
how King has been processed in the nation-

al memory, about the powerful amnesia that 
has allowed King to be sanctified as an ano- 
dyne saint of racial harmony, despite his rad- 
ical message and his evolution, after the 1963 
March on Washington, into a vigorous crit- 
ic of militarism, materialism and capitalism. 
With the opening of a new monument to King 
on the nation’s most symbolically significant 
land, King has been burnished into something 
almost unrecognizable, and the promissory 
note has disappeared from the record. 

The strange oblivion that has settled over the 
first half of King’s speech mirrors the oblivion 
that covers the man himself. For decades, as 
the contours of King’s life became more clear, 
including his voracious sexual appetites and 
his too-frequent plagiarism, King’s admirers 
and detractors have argued that we remem- 
ber the man selectively. Vincent Harding, a 
historian and colleague of King, focuses on 
the Dream speech as the pivotal moment in 
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MLK Memorial

our national amnesia. “Brother Martin spent 
a fair amount of time in jail ,” wrote Harding 
in 2003, “but his worst imprisonment may be 
how his own nation has frozen him in that 
moment in 1963.” 

Underneath his image of the promissory 
note was a profound conviction that America 
was prosperous, and that its prosperity could 
yield a better, more equitable society. The met- 
aphor of a check owed to African Americans 
was premised on King’s refusal “to believe that 
there are insufficient funds in the great vaults 
of opportunity of this nation.” He believed that 
“America, the richest and most powerful nation 
in the world, can well lead the way in this rev- 
olution of values.” 

Today, America feels poor, and the meta- 
phorical landscape has shifted radically. The 
sense of being beleaguered by real debts is far 
more powerful than any lingering idea that we 
might be in one another’s debt. As the country 
celebrates the opening of the King memorial, 
there is an angry sense that while financially 
we owe too much, ethically nobody owes any- 
body anything. It might have staggered King’s 
imagination to learn that we now have an Afri- 
can American president. But it would have been 
even more overwhelming for him to imagine 
that in today’s America, most people think the 
vaults, real and metaphorical, are all empty.

The best view of King’s statue is from the 
northwest side of the path that surrounds the 
Tidal Basin. Nearby, cherry trees overhang the 
path and the water. The memorial’s main entrance is on 
Independence Avenue SW, where a new traffic signal and 
crosswalks will provide access. While this western side of 
the Mall puts a visitor in range of the King, Lincoln, Jefferson, 
Roosevelt and Korean War and Vietnam War memorials, 
travelers can easily get disoriented. Brown pylons point the 
way to the sites, but there are no pointers yet for the King 
memorial. Look for the small, white lettering by West Potomac 
Park that says, “Future site of Martin Luther King Jr. Memorial.”

Coroner Rules Flanagan Committed Suicide

After his retirement, he 
worked for the Orioles as a coach 
and in the front office before settling 
into a job as color commentator on 
the team’s broadcast network. 

Flanagan was scheduled to 
work this weekend’s series against 
the New York Yankees. 

“He was doing something he 
loved,” said Jim Duquette, who 
teamed with Flanagan in the team’s 
front office from 2005-07 to attempt

Injuries to Djokovic, 
others add intrigue 
to year’s final major 


Tennis 

Novak Djokovic sat in his sideline 
chair and winced while his right 
shoulder was massaged and manip- 
ulated by a trainer. 

Moments later, Djokovic 
resumed hitting slower-than-usu- 
al serves, slapping weak forehands 
into the net and falling further 
behind against Andy Murray in 
his last tuneup match before the 
U.S. Open. 

On the CBS broadcast, Mary 
Carillo asked announcing part- 
ner and former No. 1 Jim Courier 
whether seeing Djokovic struggle 
so much changed his view that the 
Serb should be seen as the favorite to 
win the year’s last Grand Slam tour- 
nament, which starts Monday. 

“Not even remotely,” Couri- 
er replied. “Not a scratch on the 
surface.” 

Yes, given how great — near- 
ly perfect, actually — Djokovic’s 
2011 has been so far, plenty of 
people still figure he’s the man to 
beat at the U.S. Open. Even with 
that tired and bothersome shoul- 
der that eventually led him to quit

during the final of the Cincinnati 
Masters last weekend. 

That went into the books as only 
Djokovic’s second loss in 59 match- 
es during a marvelous season that 
featured a 41-match winning streak 
and nine titles, including Wimble- 
don and the Australian Open. 

“I mean, it’s kind of expected. 
I’ve played so many matches this 
year. I mean, I’ve been winning, 
you know, a lot and reaching the 
final stages of each event,” Djok- 


ovic said. “Considering the sched- 
ule that is very busy in tennis, it’s 
kind of normal to expect that at 
some stage you are exhausted.” 

Considering all the ailments 
and assorted other issues that 
have hampered so many top ten- 
nis players lately, it probably would 
be appropriate if Djokovic is some- 
what less than 100 percent fit. Even 
if his assessment was: “I am con- 
fident that I can recover and be 
ready.”

Decor 

You could have the most perfect living room, 
with a soft and soothing color on the walls and 
the furniture placed just so. But if there’s not 
a speck of greenery anywhere in the space, 
it might feel dull. 

“A room with plants and flowers just looks 
more welcoming and homey,” says Bethes- 
da-based interior designer Lynn Madyson 
(Lynnmadysondesigns.com). “It looks lived 
in; it adds life to the room.” 

That’s, of course, because plants and flow- 
ers are actual living organisms. But there are 
plenty of other reasons why it’s worth intro- 
ducing plants into your home decor, from 
their aesthetic appeal to the impact they can 
have on your health. 

Plants look pretty, for one thing, and can 
bring color, depth and personality to a room. 
“They add a point of interest that helps to 
move the eye around the room or set off some- 
thing that you want people to look at,” says 
Dee Thornton, principal and senior design- 
er at Alexandria-based Houseworks Interi- 
ors (Houseworksinteriors.com). 

They also allow you to breathe a little easier, 
both literally and figuratively. All plants take 
in carbon dioxide and give off oxygen, while 
some also absorb volatile organic compounds 
in the air. “And studies have shown that plants 
and flowers actually make people

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fits the scale of the space it’s fill- 
ing ” says interior designer Taniya 
Nayak, an interior decorator and 
HGTV host. “Don’t put one rinky- 
dink potted plant in a corner. Clus- 
ter some together, or choose one 
with the right volume and height to 
fill up the space accordingly.” 

Then again, don’t go overboard 
at your neighborhood nursery. “My 
rule of thumb is to edit your fur- 
nishings judiciously, and I would 
say the same goes for plants,” says 
Nayar. “Too many plants can make 
a room look cluttered and feel a lit- 


tle overwhelmed.” 

Even if you’re not known for 
your green thumb, you can still 
find plants that will work for you. 
Choose ones that don’t require 
the touch of a gardening guru to 
keep them alive, such as succu- 
lents, peace lilies, Chinese ever- 
greens and spider plants. “Herbs 
are awesome,” says Nayak. “If you 
have a window in the kitchen that 
gets good sunlight, herbs rock and 
are so great to plant.” 

Make sure to monitor live 
plants, removing dead leaves and

Faking It 


Never fear faux foliage; the right artificial plants can add leafy lushness 
to your house or apartment. And as long as you don’t skimp on quality, nobody 
will be the wiser. 

“I suggest that whatever budget level you’re at, invest in the best that you 
can," says interior designer Lynn Madyson. “Cheaper [fake plants] are not go- 
ing to look as real. Try to get the most natural-looking color as possible, and 
stay away from any that are too twiggy." 

Once you’ve found pieces that you like, find ways to give them a little more 
life. One idea: Move them around each season, suggests Dee Thornton, princi- 
pal and senior designer at Houseworks Interiors. “The problem with artificial 
plants is that they never change," Thornton says. “They’re always the same 
day after day, month after month." 

And don’t forget to dust your arrangements every once in a while. Some can 
be hosed down in the sink or shower, depending on what material they’re made 
from. 

Another pro tip: “Mix artificial plants in with real ones," Madyson says. “It 
kind of tricks the eye and people will think they’re all real." b.l. 


wilted branches when necessary.

So don’t be afraid to toss any 
that have become lost causes. And 
if you wind up with a less-than- 
impressive track record in plant 
parenting, find something else 
that works for you. 

“I travel all the time for work 
and can’t be reliable when it comes 
to watering plants, so in my house 
I have a huge vase filled with 
sand, and nestled into that are tall 
birch poles,” says Nayak. “I love it 
because I still have that sense of 
nature inside the house.”

Vintage materials 
can save you cash 
and boost creativity 

Thrift 

Buying used furniture is a cinch. 
Vintage clothes are easy. 

But shopping for reclaimed 
building materials — at the salvage 
shops found in the suburbs of most 
major cities— can be intimidating. 
All but the most DIY-inclined may 
be overwhelmed by used appli- 
ances, vintage cabinets and sal- 
vaged tile. 

Yet buying salvage can do won- 
ders for the environment and your 
wallet, with prices at salvage shops 
often pennies on the dollar, not to 
mention the unique and one-of- 
a-kind looks you can achieve with 
items that have so-called “charac- 
ter.” We asked experts to share tips 
on how to make the most of your 
next salvage shopping trip, wheth- 
er you’re in the market for a used 
fridge or vintage tiles. 

Appliances: Vintage applianc- 
es may look like a great deal, but 
forget washers, dryers and dish- 
washers that are more than five 
years old: You’d spend more on 
energy costs than you’d save at the 
cash register, says Ruthie Mundel, 
the outreach and education direc- 
tor at Community Forklift, a sal- 
vaged building materials ware- 


house in Edmonston, Md. 

But an old fridge — and we 
mean a really old fridge, from the 
1950s or earlier, with no automatic 
defrost — is a super buy, says John 
Lefever, co-owner of Alco Appli- 
ance, an appliance repair shop in 
Beltsville, Md. “If they were still 
made, I’m sure they’d have Energy 
Star stickers on them,” he says. 

Alco specializes in repairing 
modern appliances, but will consult 
with buyers of old appliances, too, 
especially stoves. Lefever warns 
that buying an old, non-working 
appliance and trying to restore it 
to working condition could be as 
difficult as restoring a car from 
the same era. Even though stoves 
and other appliances were made 
more sturdily (and have loads of 
character), “you can’t just go to the 
parts place and snap in [a replace- 
ment],” he says. That said, most old 
gas stoves just need a good clean- 
ing, he adds. 

Avoid appliances with miss- 
ing parts. A knob alone can cost 
up to $50. 

Even for those with an experi- 
enced eye, buying a vintage appliance 
can be a gamble. It maybe necessary 
to repurpose a purchase: “Somebody 
was buying gas stoves and using 
each of the burner areas as a place 
to put flowers,” Mundel says. 

Wood: Old window frames, floor- 
boards and shelves last forever, 
Mundel says. “Wood can be used

for 100 years. Get some old wood 
flooring and refinish it, and it’s 
gorgeous. I have sworn off buying 
particle board ever again.” 

However, she has a few words of 
caution: Old wood is typically hard- 
er than modern pine, so “trying to 
get a nail or screw into it is harder.” 
And lumber may have slightly dif- 
ferent dimensions than you’re used 
to. Modern two-by-four boards are 
smaller because of the drying pro- 
cess, but older two-by-fours might 
actually be two-by-four inches, 
Mundel says. Bring a ruler. 

Depending on your planned 
use, the wood may need some 
extra work, says Joanne Palmisa- 
no, the author of “Salvage Secrets” 
($40, W.W. Norton; out Sept. 12). 
If you’re planning to turn vintage 
boards into flooring and you want 
a very smooth look, they’ll need to 
be planed (a process that smoothes 
the boards into uniform planks), 
and that’s worth leaving to the 
pros, she says. 
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Adding a salvaged sink to your home is actually less daunting than it seems. 


But “if you want that rougher 
look, you can just sand and poly- 
urethane them,” she says. “Take 
advantage of the experience and 
the knowledge of the people who 
you’re buying from. Bring a pic- 
ture and ask them, ‘This is what 
I want it to look like; are these 
boards ready?”’ 

Tile: Measurements are equal- 
ly crucial when buying vintage or 
salvaged tile — which can be an 
excellent bargain. Brian Higgins, 
the owner of Hyattsville, Md.- 
based Green Home LLC, recent- 
ly remodeled a client’s bathroom 
with all-salvaged tile and used cab- 
inets. “It’s very expensive to do the 
bathroom,” Higgins says. “It saved 
them a lot of money to pay 50 cents 
a tile as opposed to ... some of those 
things at Home Depot, which are 
$10 a square foot.” 

If you don’t have a pro to take 
with you to the store, don’t worry. 
Mundel says it’s not difficult to 
mix and match various tiles, as 
long as you find tiles that are the 
same thickness. 

“It would be impossible to 
use various thicknesses of tile, 
because you would have to use dif- 
ferent amounts of mud behind the 
thinner tiles in order to get a flat 
surface.” Many customers like to 
mix different colors together or use 
one kind in the center of a room and 
a different kind for the border. 

Lighting: Even though elec- 
tricity can be scary to the novice, 
there’s not too much to worry about 
when purchasing salvaged lighting, 


Palmisano says. The only thing to 
worry about is if the wires coming 
from the chandelier or sconce are 
wrapped in cloth — that means 
the wiring is very old and should 
be rewired for safety’s sake. 

“It’s actually an incredibly 
affordable thing to do, whether 
you send it to somebody else or do 
it yourself,” Palmisano says. “I just 
made four lamps this weekend.” 

Other than that, if the lights 
work (most salvage shops will let 
you test pieces to find out), it’s a 
good buy. 

Sinks: Replacing a tired bath- 
room sink and vanity is a “great 
DIY weekend project,” says Palm- 
isano. Avid DIYers can purchase a 
thrifted tabletop and set a salvaged 
sink atop it. “Then, you just need 
a little hole” to pass the drainpipe 
through — but it’s best to let a 
plumber hook up the actual hoses, 
she says. For a recent sink renova- 
tion project she undertook at her 
sister’s home, Palmisano and her 
sister did everything but the caulk- 
ing and faucet installation. 

With practice, a homeown- 
er — especially a savvy one who 
carries a list of measurements and 
desired items in her back pocket 
— can develop an eye for seeing 
whether a salvaged item is worth 
buying. But, as Forklift’s Mun- 
del says, “the most amazing stuff 
I’ve seen has not been people who 
walk in and find one great piece. 
The most amazing thing is peo- 
ple who have the creativity to see 
what something could become.”

A Local designer offers tips on how to make 
your child's bedroom relaxing and personal 


Shazalynn Cavin-Winfrey believes 
the most important area of a home 
is the child’s bedroom. 

“Giving a child a sense of own- 
ership in that space can really 
define who they are for the rest of 
their life ,” says Cavin-Winfrey, an 
Alexandria designer and princi- 
pal of SCW Interiors (Scwinteri- 
ors.com). “It really imprints. Every 
child remembers their first room.

What is the first thing a parent or 
guardian should do after deciding 
to design a child’s bedroom? 

Decide what the needs are for the 
space. Lay out a plan with how 
much storage you’re going to need 
versus what size beds versus how 
many beds, night stands, that kind 
of thing. Assess and evaluate how 
many toys need to be stored, how 
many things need to be displayed 
on the wall. 

What is most challenging about 
designing kids’ rooms? 

Storage issues. [Kids’] needs 
change monthly. They get new toys. 
They outgrow old ones. It’s impor- 
tant you kind of project that when 
you start. You’ll have to re-evalu- 
ate their use of the space probably 
every three to six months. 

How can parents include kids in 
the decorating process? 

Give your child one thing they are 
responsible for choosing. And limit 
it to a certain list such as bedding, 
the number of pillows they’ll have 
on their bed, the lamps that they 
may have in their room. Make them 


responsible for one facet of the 
space, and it’s something they’ll 
tend to run with. 

Maybe allow them to choose 
a special color for their ceiling. I 
think that’s a space that’s really 
underutilized. 

If I really wanted my way in the 
space but the kid was really push- 
ing, [I’d] allow the kid to pick a door 
in the room to paint. It’s an easy 
fix. The door needs to be repaint- 
ed in five years anyway. 

Beds are the centerpiece of any 
bedroom. How can parents make a 
bed comfortable for sleeping and 
inviting for sitting? 

Giving kids an adequate head- 
board. I think that’s one thing 
that has a little bit of height for 
[sitting]. This is why wood is not 
always the best. It’s not my favor- 
ite because it’s hard. 

Giving them pillows that are 
aerodynamically friendly. For sit- 
ting on the bed, you want to intro- 
duce pillows that are different 
shapes: the European squares, bol- 
sters, a bed rest pillow or the read- 
ing wedge pillow.

How can parents make bunk beds 
visually appealing? 

Use the bunk bed as your bulletin 
board. Allow the kids to put their 
artwork on the bunk boards. Hang 
baskets at the end of the beds. Then 
you’ve got more storage. 

Beyond a chair, are there other 
furniture pieces that kids like to 
sit on? 

Parents don’t want to put a lot of 
money on chairs. I think the bean- 
bag is probably the least expen- 
sive and the most versatile seat- 
ing option that you’re going to 
get for a kid’s room. I don’t like 
them, but they are practical and 
affordable. Once [they’re] worn 
out, you don’t feel bad throwing 
them out. 

If a parent is going to invest 
in a chair, a parent will invest in 
a glider when the baby is born. 
Don’t get the wooden one that’s 
not going to appeal to a 5- or 
6 -year- old. Get the one that can 
be upholstered. 

For parents who don’t want to use 
nails or tape, what alternatives 
are there for hanging items on the 
wall? 

I do like the laundry line look. 
That only takes about two nails, 
as opposed to 20. If you don’t 
want to use rope, you can use 
wire and you can hang things 
on the line with a little clip or a 
paper clip. Also consider install- 
ing a picture rail they can then 
hang things off. 

How important is it for furniture to 
be from the same place? 

One thing I don’t like that a lot of 
people do with kids’ rooms is they 
buy too many matching pieces. 
People go online to Pottery Barn 
and buy all brown furniture or 
all white furniture. I think they 
see it as an easy solution for fill- 
ing a room. 


What really needs to happen 
is all of those things need to be 
in different textures to make the 
room really feel finished. 

If you want to buy the desk 
from Pottery Barn, great. Switch 
out the knobs. It makes it per- 
sonal. If it’s an all-brown dress- 
er and you put on metal knobs, 
it feels like something’s going 
on, like some thought went into 
that piece. 

Choose each piece individually 
and don’t be afraid to mix styles. 
A lot of people miss the small lit- 
tle things, but those little details 
add up incrementally. 

I would also tell people, 
“Don’t be afraid.” Take a risk 
as far as what’s acceptable for 
indoor space. You can put in a 
small swing if it’s appropriate 
in a space. You can put a ham- 
mock in a corner. 

How should parents cater their 
approach when decorating spe- 
cifically for a girl or boy? 

Be careful of overdoing the color. 
I think people try to accomplish 
too much of a good thing. The 
pink bedroom that she likes when 
she’s 5 she’s probably going to hate 
when she’s 11. 

Which local and online stores do 
you like to shop at when designing 
a kid’s bedroom? 

I love Great Stuff by Paul [in Fred- 
erick]. He has really unusual and 
unique storage solutions. He also 
carries a really large selection of 
child-sized items. Right now he 
has really great antique chairs 
from China. 

I go to Georgetown a lot. I 
think Anthropologie has been get- 
ting more into bedding for girls. 
I use Restoration Hardware, too, 
sometimes.

Arm yourself with 
a game plan before 
visiting an estate sale 

Estate sales have long been the 
stamping grounds of the select few 
— antiques dealers, avid collectors, 
diehards who line up at 3 a.m. to 
get first dibs on the best stuff. But 
the art of sifting through a strang- 
er’s home in search of treasure is 
fast becoming mainstream. 

“Because of the economy, every- 
body’s looking for a bargain,” says 
Cari Cucksey, estate sale guru and 
host of the HGTV show “Cash & 
Cari.” “It’s becoming a hip thing to 
say ‘Guess how much I got this for?’ 
People love to find out what things 
are worth, and they love digging 
around and finding treasure.” 

So your heart doesn’t go pitter- 
patter at the sight of crystal and sil- 
ver? Don’t rule out estate sales just 
yet — you can get deals on every- 
day items if you know a few tricks 
of the trade. 

First, find a sale. EstateSales.net 
is the leading online directory; sign 
up for alerts or search by specific 
keywords. Check newspaper clas- 
sifieds on Thursdays to get a jump 
on weekend planning. 

Many local estate service com- 
panies have mailing lists that often 
offer details on parking and ear- 


ly-bird entry. 

Get there early. “All the good 
stuff is gone within the first 30 
minutes,” says Mike Wolfe, cre- 
ator and host of History Channel’s 
“American Pickers.” 

At most estate sales, prices 
decrease with time. On Day 2, the 
discount is usually 25 to 30 percent; 
on the final day — usually a Sunday 
— items are half off. “Come back 
on Saturday, and if there’s some- 
thing you like but think is over- 
priced, make a bid,” says Stepha- 
nie Rigaux, owner of Kensington’s 
D.C. Estates. “That enables you to 
get a discount and get the item 
before half-price day.” 

Scoop up underused furniture. 
“For couples on a budget or young 
people who are trying to furnish 
an apartment, go to an estate sale 
and look for a living room set,” says 
Jared Fast, owner of Caring Tran- 
sitions of Montgomery County. 
“Chances are it’s in good condi- 
tion, because no one sits on their 
living room furniture — they only 
use family room furniture.” 

If there’s something you real- 
ly want, ask for it. “Don’t be afraid 
to ask the people at the door where 
an item is in the house,” Wolfe says. 
“Don’t waste your time looking 
through the other rooms. And if 
you find it, grab it — if you don’t, 
the guy behind you will.” holly e.

A lot of what I do is post recipes 


with lots of photos, but I haven’t 
done video. So I’m trying to make 
sure the cameras get up in the 
food’s business. Online, I try to pho- 
tograph food really close up, so peo- 
ple want to dive through the com- 
puter screen and gobble it up.

You know that saying about chicken 
poop and chicken salad? In the mov- 
ies, if actors are given a script that’s 
chicken poop, it’s simply impossible 
for them to turn it into anything re- 
sembling chicken salad — even gross 
chicken salad that has celery in it 
(celery has no place in food — or on 
Earth). 

But recently a lot 
of talented actors 
have tried anyway. 
The latest example 
is “Our Idiot Brother," 
out Friday. Paul Rudd 
plays Ned, who’s so 
naive that he sells 
weed to a uniformed 
cop and is surprised when he gets 
busted. After his release from jail, he 
bounces between the houses of his 
three sisters (Emily Mortimer, Eliza- 
beth Banks and Zooey Deschanel). 

There are some solid actors here, 
most of whom are genuinely funny 
people. And while the script isn’t ter- 
rible, the characters are thinly drawn 
and the plot coasts along in such a 
predictable manner that, while I was 
never bored, I wasn’t particularly 
interested. Hipster sister is hipster! 
Driven sister is driven! Mom sister is 
motherly, which in the movies means 
tired and not particularly interested in 
sex!

“Our Idiot Brother” turns out to be 
mis-titled. It should be called “The 
Brother We Treat Like an Idiot,” and 
that goes as much for the filmmakers 
as for the dysfunctional family at the 
core of this easygoing misfire.

with his three sisters, upending their 
lives with his anarchic honesty and 
unbridled naivete. 

Peeking out from a curtain of 
shaggy hair and a beard, Rudd 
invests Ned with every ounce of the 
effusive, natural warmth that has 
become his trademark. And like so 
many movies in his career, he makes 
“Our Idiot Brother” much more tol- 
erable than it deserves to be. 

Screenwriters Evgenia Peretz 
and David Schisgall play up Ned’s 
innocence by making his sisters 
thoroughly unappealing: Emily 
Mortimer plays a dowdy, sad-sack 
hausfrau married to a pompous doc- 
umentarian; Elizabeth Banks flails 
in a misguided brunette pageboy 
as a ruthless Vanity Fair reporter; 
and Zooey Deschanel lends spaced- 
out self-absorption to a lesbian 
tempted by a similarly navel-gaz- 
ing male artist. 

“Our Idiot Brother” holds Ned up 
as a paragon of decency and trust, 
to the point where in one scene, he 
cheerfully asks a guy on the subway 
to hold a wad of cash — and the man 
does, gobsmacked. As Ned himself 
says, if you give people the bene- 
fit of the doubt, they’ll live up to it. 
But the filmmakers are so intent on 
demonizing everyone else in Ned’s 
life that it suggests they don’t believe 
their own lesson. 

There are times when “Our 
Idiot Brother” possesses a loping, 
genial sweetness. And while Rudd 
has created a genuinely engaging 
character, “Our Idiot Brother” gives 
him very little garden to cultivate.

Writer-director Rowan Joffe engag- 
es in some provocative switcheroos 
in “Brighton Rock,” his adaptation 
of Graham Greene’s 1938 novel. 
Greene’s story, about an amoral 
teenage gangster and the waitress 
for whom he harbors a sociopath- 
ic mixture of tenderness and con- 
tempt, took place in the English sea- 


side town of the 1930s. Recalling 
The Who’s “Quadrophenia,” Joffe’s 
version of this morality tale takes 
place in 1960s Brighton, where Mods 
and Rockers are setting off a youth- 
quake while old-school hoods duke 
it out on the beach below. 

It’s a clever conceit, and there 
are times when Pinkie Brown — 
“Brighton Rock’s” repellent anti- 
hero — blends right in with both 


crowds as he dons a razor-sharp 
blue suit and steals a mirror-fes- 
tooned motorcycle. What’s more, 
he’s played here by Sam Riley, in a 
performance that often recalls his 
breakout role as Joy Division front- 
man Ian Curtis in “Control.” Like 
Curtis, Pinkie possesses a certain 
laconic magnetism and a penchant 
for skinny ties; but he isn’t nearly 
as talented, to which his impulsive- 


ly ruthless rule of his tatty board- 
walk empire attests. 

But the breakout in “Brighton 
Rock” is Andrea Riseborough, who 
plays Pinkie’s besotted love interest, 
Rose, a slightly dim, fatally naive 
tea shop server who falls for Pinkie 
and won’t let anyone — including 
her well-meaning boss, played by 
a thin-lipped Helen Mirren — dis- 
suade her.

Augmented by just enough CGI to 
bring its icky gremlins to life, “Don’t 
Be Afraid of the Dark” feels retro 
in all the right ways; it’s a bump- 
in-the-night tale that, if not for the 
occasional glimpse of a cellphone 
or reference to Adderall, could have 
been told decades ago. 

Actually, it was. Screenwriters 
Guillermo del Toro and Matthew 
Robbins adapted the script from a 
1973 TV movie of the same name. 
The changes they made pull the tale 
further back, though, into the realm 
of fable — especially their decision 
to change the protagonist from an 
adult to a little girl: Sally (Bailee

Madison, convincingly apprehen- 
sive and sullen) has been sent by 
her mother to live with her father 
and his new girlfriend (Guy Pearce 
and Katie Holmes) in the grand old 
mansion they’re renovating. 

Sally doesn’t want to be there 
but can’t resist exploring. Soon she 
discovers a hidden basement — 
unsafe for little girls, an aging care- 
taker warns knowingly — whose 
rusty, bolted-up ash pit speaks to 
her. Scratchy, faint voices whisper 
to Sally, offering friendship. When 
her first encounter is cut short, we 
hear them whisper among them- 
selves: “She’ll come back. They 
always do . . .” 

Followers of del Toro’s work will 


see reminders of “Pan’s Labyrinth” 
here — little girl, strange environs, 
enticing and perhaps magical crea- 
tures known only to her — but the 
storyteller is writing for anoth- 
er director, first-timer Troy Nixey, 
and keeps the action rooted in the 
real world. He’ll save the fantastic 
recesses of his personal mythology 
for his own films, though he does 
eventually work old folk tales into 
“Dark,” in thoroughly creepy ways 
best left for the viewer to discover. 

It would be a shame if side proj- 
ects like this slowed del Toro’s pace 
in making films of his own. But the 
more movies he can put his stamp 
on, the richer horror cinema will be.

(PG-13, 110 minutes) First, the good news. 
“Rise of the Planet of the Apes, "the much- 
anticipated prequel to the sci-fi movie 
franchise of the late '60s and early 70s 
about a world ruled by apes, gets one 
thing exactly right. The apes, which we 
see on the cusp of world domination, are 
both terrifying and sympathetic. That’s 
not an easy trick. Yet it’s critical to this 
origin story, which charts the ascent of 
a hyper-intelligent chimp named Caesar 
(Andy Serkis, in motion-capture CGI) to 
the role of leader of an ape underground,
